RAIN AT NIGHT.

DOG COLLAR BRACELETS.

GROWING IMPORTANCE OF 
THE BROOCH. 


By a Paris Correspondent. — 

In Paris dog collar bracelets rival in 
popularity the sparkling diamond-studded 
bracelets that are now an accepted part of 
society’s night-time uniform. They have a 
primitive look, and are probably a sophisti- 
cated variety of African native ornaments. 
They take the form of a band of gold, from 
half to three-quarters of an inch wide, set 
with unpolished opals, rubies or emeralds, or 
with turquoise; jade, cornelian, topaz or 
coral. They must be large enough to slip 
down over the hand, and are worn over the 
glove instead of under it. 

Brooches and brooch pendants grow larger 
and larger in the newest jewellery designs. 
It is not at all unusual now to see three-inch 
and four-inch wide brooches with a single 
stone as a centre motif. A popular style has 
an oval centre plaque of onyx four inches 
long, with emerald and diamond flowers 
affixed like handles on either side. Then 
there are squares of moonstone with jade 
centres, and large aquamarines set in a circle 
of diamonds that serve the double purpose of 
brooch or pendant. 

Moonstone lends itself well to this type of 

jewellery. A moonstone buckls may have 
round bolster-shaped ornaments at each end, 
carved from solid emerald, and a famous 
artist-designer uses moonstone for the petals 
of a spray of lilies. Altogether there is great 
variety in brooch designs. The large jewelled 
circle, with a bow knot of brilliants, makes a 
particularly satisfactory pattern, and empha- 
sisse the important >lace that bows take in 
trimming a dress at the moment. 
- Pendants with dangling fringes, graduated 
in length, are increasingly shown and worn. 
A fringe of small diamonds and _ brilliants 
may end in drops of coloured jewels, like 
emeralds or sapphires. 

Earrings often follow this form of jewelled 
fringe, with a coloured drop. Diamonds and 
rubies make a pretty combination, and one 
important jewellery “ouse has earrings with 
three drops of diamonds and rubies, the long- 
est strand an inch and a half long, and the 
shortest about half-an-inch. 

Another new earring form is a four-inch 
drop of onyx, very thin and narrow. It 
fastens to the ear with a diamond button.

The Companies’ 
proposals would increase the mileage from 

20 to 150, as the equivalent of an eight- 
hours day. 

MORE MILEAGE: LESS Pay. 

This, in practice, said Mr. Watters, would 
work out so that the man who to-day would 
be paid for ten hours for running a train 
150 miles would receive only eight hours’ 
pay. Other changes that are sought by the 
Companies are as to the metnod of “‘ roster- 
ing" men.

DANGER FROM BLOCKS OF ICE. 


Overflowing rivers, melting snow and 
heavy rain have flooded vast tracts of the 
low-lying countryside of England, and 
yesterday, from all quarters, reports were 
received showing that- the worst effects of 
the recent wild weather are vet to be felt. 
In London 
snow and rain had disapneared. An air- 
man arriving at Croydon from Colocne 
had to set a compass course, as he would 
have done if flying over the sea, instead 
of flying by well-known landmarks. 

Yesterday afternoon the Thames was 
rising at one spot at an average rate of 
an inch per hour.

HAMPSHIRE STILL

TEN DAYS CUT OFF FROM

Many parts of Hampsiire are still snow- 
bound. There are farmers who have been out 
of touch with civiltsation for virtually ten 
days. Yesterday morning Newbury estab- 
lished communication with Andover for the 
first time during many days. Gangs of work- 
men had been employed cutting through the 
snowdrifts, and just before noon the villagers 
cheered the arrival of the motor ommbus 
which had “‘ blazed’’ the trail. 

The village of Overton, too, was only put 
in touch with the outside world yesterday.

With the aid of the 
workmen who were slowly forging ahead he 
eventually reached Burghclere, seven miles 
from Newbury. 

Leaving the car he trudged through snow 
mud and slush over the Downs to Down 
Farm, which had not been visited for cen 
days, where he found Mr. George Reed, the 
occupant, and heard the story of the lonely 
Christmas and New Year spent by the family. 

FARMER’S STORY OF ISOLATION. 

“I have not seem a strange face for ten 
days,” said Mr. Reed. ‘‘I only came ont of 
Winchester Hospital on the Saturday before 


| Christmas, when the snowstorm swept over 


the countryside, and it would have been 
too dangerous for me to attempt to get to the 
neighbouring villages and farms. Had it 
not been for my two sons heaven knows what 
we should have dove. ‘They had to go out 
in the driving snow and find their way across 
fields and ditches to get into Lichfield for 
food. Meat, bread, vegetables, and groceries 
were put into sacks, and then they had to 
fight their way “home, the snow often. being 
waist deep in the hollows. Mother and my- 
self could do nothing to help and prayed for 
their safe return. It took them hours to 
cover the two miles across country to Lich-' 
field. 
THE SOLACE OF “ WIRELESS.” 

“Then the boys had to go out and dig the 
shéep out of the snowdrifts. We have been 
prisoners for over a week; and our food sup- 
plies were again beginning to give out. You 
can imagine how much we have valued the

stood aloof from old world affairs. If 
its Gevernment desires to outlaw war, why 
does it not join the League of Nations? 
If it does not approve of everything in 
the Covenant, its influence at Geneva 
would be sufficiently strong to secure 
amendments and to institute important 
reforms of various kinds. Surely nothing 
could be more illogical than an attempt to 
outlaw war by piecemeal agreements when 
an international society, which the United 
States has refused to:join, already exists 
for that very purpose. Europe would be 
less critical of American good faith if the 
United States Government were more 
consistent in its attitude. Its coldness 
towards the League, coupled with the fact 
that it proposes to build the world’s 
greatest navy, must prejudice the most un- 
biassed observer against Mr. Kellogg’s 
scheme. |

Swans in Dublin. 


Dr. R. Y. Tyrrell once described Lime- 
rick as the only considerable city of 
Europe where a bittern could be seen, 
standing on one leg in the main street, 
in the middle of the day. No doubt, the 
Shannon scheme has exorcised the last 
bittern from George’s street; and, in any 
case, the presence of wild birds is no 
proof that cities are decadent. It sug- 
gests rather that some instinct in the 
creature says: “I need be no longer im- 
portunate; here are kindly folk among 
whom I can come and go without fear.” 
Thus in London, the kindliest of cities 
the redwing, a shy visitor from the 
North, finds sanctuary at St. James’s 
Park, and thus in Dublin the swan begins 
to make himself quite at home. ‘The 
stately bird always has frequented the 
upper reaches of the Liffey and the Dodder, 
but now he visits canals within the 
metropolitan boundary, and may be seen, 
questing for offerings of bread, in the 
muddy waters between the city bridges. 
A few weeks ago a swan flew, in leisurely 
fashion, through Upper Baggot street at 
a man’s height from the ground; and our 
columns yesterday recorded an accident 
which has reduced Dublin’s swan popula- 
tian by one luckless bird. 
Scott and Co. told us that on New Year’s 
morning a young swan crashed against 
the top of their premises jn Upper Sack- 
ville street, and was found dead on the 
roof of their stores. Perhaps, the bird 
was very young, and, like Icarus, pre- 
sumed fatally on its immature strength 
and = skill. Messrs. Scott ask how it 
came to be so far from its native haunts, 
we suggest an answer. During the 
swans often swim down the Liffey 
to its mouth. Having fed there, they re-

In former years 
have regarded praise from England as a 
Greek gift. Happier conditions prevail 
to-day, and we have no doubt that the 
Free State Government will blush with 
pleasure—if, indeed, Governments. can 
blush—at the high compliment which it 
receives, in his latest report, from the 
Deputy-Master and Comptroller of the 
Royal Mint. It concerns the new Free 
State coinage, and is wholly disinterested, 
since the Mint was not consulted about 
this enterprise. The Deputy-Master 
is an outspoken critic, who, in former re- 
ports, has deplored the lack of care that 
British Governments and public bodies 
betray in their choice of designs for coins 
and medals. In the case of the Free 
State, however, the expert’s soul is satis- 
hed completely. He describes in glowing 
terms the pains which were taken to 
secure worthy coins—how the Ministry for 
Finance sought advice from a well- 
qualified committee; how, when the 
symbols and inscriptions had been chosen, 
artists of international repute were invited 
to submit designs, and by what intelligent 
co-operation these artists were encouraged 
to produce good work. When the Mint’s 
report was being drafted the Free State’s 
enterprise had not left the preliminary 
stage, but the Deputy-Master was confi- 
dent that the plans contained “all the 
ingredients of success,’’ and that the re- 
sults must be satisfactory. He proposes 
this “ admirable scheme ” as a model to 
other Governments, and has recommended 
it directly to the Government of the 
Australian Commonwealth, whose existing 
coinage is ‘‘jejune and uninspiring to 
the last degree.” We hope that the new 
Irish coins—for which zoological designs 
have been adopted—will fulfil the Deputy- 
Master’s high expectations ; and our hope 
is not less sincere because we remain un- 
convinced of the necessity of a separate 
coinage. This is a sort of thing which 
ought to be done really well if it is to be 
done at all. The Free State never will 
be a very rich or, materially, a very 
powerful community; but her children 
have imagination, vision and delicacy of

VETERANS OF THE NAVY

A tea party of a character probably unique 
in the history of the Navy assembled on 
board H.M.S. Nelson, the flagship of Vice- 
Admiral the Hon. Sir Hubert Brand, Com- 
mander-in-Chief Atlzntic Fleet, at Portsmouth 
Dockyard yesterday afternoon. The party 
consisted of some sixty men who served in 
the second-class cruiser Raleigh between 1885 
and 1888, who attended -by invitation of 
Admiral Sir Osmond de Bb. Brock, ‘Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Portsmouth, and Vice- 
Admiral Sir Hubert Brand, who were senior 
and junior midshipman, respectively, in the 
cruiser during those years. 

The two Admirals received their cuests, 
who included officers and men of all ranks. 
and a thoroughly enjoyable reunion of old 
shipmates followed. Practically all those who 
attended have left the service long ago. 

The party included four Admirals. and also 
Captain Lionel Wells, of the London Fire 
Brigade, who was Torpedo Lieutenant in the 
old Raleigh forty veara ago. The Admirals 
conducted their guests over the giant battle- 
ship, showing the many electrical devices now 
in use and the improvements that have been 
made in connection with the gunnery of a 
ship during the years that have elapsed. They 
were then summoned by a loud speaker to 
the quarter-deck, where they were photo- 
graphed, afterwards going to the Admiral’s 
quarters for tea 

Admiral Brock expressed his pleasure at 
seeing so many of his old comrades once 
again, and said that they would all be pre- 
sented with a photograph as a souvenir of the 
occasion,

MR. LOTH SPEAKS OF A 
NEW COMMISSION, 

( ORRESPON DENT. 

PA RIS, Tuesday. 

While epithets and imsinuations fly to 
and fro in the Press, the Glozel con- 
troversy has been brought within the 
august walls of the College of France. 
Professor Joseph Loth, who, with A. 
Salomon Reinach and M. Esperandieu, 
signed the manifesto describing the deci- 
sion of the Glozel International Commis- 
sion—to the effect. that the finds were not 
authentic—as “ ridiculous,’’ determined to 
make Glozel, which he regards as a 
neolithic station of the first importance, 
the subject of a course of lectures. 

At the first lecture to-day Professor 
Loth described the history of the Glozel 
finds, which, he declared, were authentic, 
and then proceeded to refute the argu- 
ments set forth in the Commission's 
report. In conclusion, the lecturer made 
the interesting announcement that another 
International Commission would undertake 
excavations in the spring, and that he 
himself had been asked to preside over it, 
though he had not yet given his reply 

In his next lecture. on Saturday M. 
Loth will deal with his personal inquiry 
into the proceedings and methods of the 
recent Commission.

$ small under-line bridge near Angel 
road.

In his annual report the _ Deputy- 
Master and Comptroller of the Roval Mint 
commends -to other Governments the Irish 
Free State scheme for obtaining designs 
for its new coinaze. 

‘The Irish Free State Coinage Act.” 
the report says, “ was passed early in the 
year 1926. The half-crown, florin and 
shilling are to be struck in silver 750 fine, 
sixpences and threepences in pure nickel, 
and pence, halfpence and farthings in 
bronze. The new departures in the matter 
of alloys are striking and wholly com- 
mendable. The careful procedure adopted 
in order to obtain really worthy designs 
admirable, that, although the 
Royal Mint was in no way concerned in it, 
I shall, [I am sure, be forgiven for 
describing it in full. 

“As a first step a strong committee was 
appointed by the Minister of Finance to 
advise the Government on the designs suit- 
able for the new coins, ane by the autumn 
the particulars with regard to size and 
form having been determined together with 
the syinbols and inscriptions required to 
be represented on the coins, an invitation 
was sent to seven selected artists. at least 
three of whom enjoy an international 
reputation, from different countries, in- 
cluding, of course, Ireland herself, to 
submit models in plaster, composition or 
metal, and capable, if not of the exact 
dimensions cf the coins to he issued. of 
reduction by mechanical those 
dimensions. 


THE ARTISTS’ DESICNS. 
Each of the artists invited to submit 
designs was informed who his competitors 
were. A nominal fee was authorised in 
recoznition of the submission of models for 
and for five of the reverse 
types laid down.

COMMEMORATIVE COINS. 

‘Tt had hoped when I was in 
Australia early in the vear that it might 
have been possible to make plans for a new 
and worthier set of coins, the first issue 
of which might have coincided with the 
opening of the Federal Parliament at 
Canberra. But a _ peculiarly crowded 
session rendered it impossible to devote to 
this subgect the careful consideration and 
ample time that, as I have pointed out 
above, are so necessary to make a success 
of projects of this kind. and our energies 
had, therefore, to be confined to the pro- 
duction of a special commemorative florin 
for 9th May, 1927. During Mr. Bruce’s 
visit to London for the conference in 1926, 
the designs for this piece were finally 
agreed with him, and the preparation of 
the master dies~ here for shinment to 
Melbourne was at once set in hand. 

‘* For the obverse a modified bust of His 
Majesty by Sir Bertram Mackennal was 
used. The reverse was prepared by Mr. 
Kruger Gray, and displays the character- 
istics of his fine work in spite of the 
extreme difficulty incurred ir representing 
the new Parliament House upon a coin 
which is only 1-12 inch in diameter. Such 
commemorative coins struck in limited 
numbers, after which the dies are 
destroyed, and bearing designs recording 
the anniversaries of historica] events, etc., 
are frequently issued by foreign Govern- 
ments, and notably by the United States 
of America. These. are sometimes an 
adornment to the collector’s cabinet and 
sometimes are not. The Australian piece, 
which was duly struck at the Melbourne 
Mint and issued for the opening of Can- 
berra in the current year, is the first of 
such commemorative coins to be issued, 
at any rate for very many years, within 
the British Empire.”’
